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The  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  gave  its  full  ap¬ 
proval  last  month  for  a  revocable 
permit  to  test  operate  horse- 
drawn  carriage  service  in  Golden 
Gate  Park. 

Referring  to  a  similar  effort 
10  years  earlier,  one  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commis¬ 
sioners  said,  “This  is  the  type  of 
service  which  will  bring  some¬ 
thing  back  to  the  park  that  is 
complimentary  and  romantic.” 

The  service  began  its  test  run 
Sept.  23. 

“Basically,  the  public  will  be 
the  ones  to  either  give  the 
thumbs  up  or  thumbs  down,” 
said  Jeff  Sears  of  Waterfront 
Carriage  Service. 

For  many  years  Waterfront 
Carriage  has  served  the  northern 
waterfronts  of  Fisherman’s 
Wharf,  North  Beach  and  the 
Embarcadero. 

“The  atmosphere  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  will  be  a  little  differ¬ 
ent,”  Sears  said.  “It’ll  be  more  of 
the  local  crowd.” 

Sears  said  the  challenges  of 
running  the  business  include 
finding  good  horse-shoers, 
boarding  and  absorbing  veteri¬ 
nary  costs. 

Horses  will  be  outfitted  to  pre¬ 
vent  litter  from  fecal  matter. 

The  service  is  available  on 
Sundays,  when  the  park  is  closed 
to  automobile  traffic,  throughout 
the  test  program.  If  approved,  the 
service  will  remain  Sunday-only. 

“It’ll  be  a  perfect  environment 
for  a  horse  carriage  ride,”  Sears 
said. 

Sears,  who  has  been  with 
Waterfront  Carriage  since  it 
opened  and  oversees  most  of  its 
operations,  said  his  company’s 
horses  range  in  age  from  five  to 
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Gourd  artist  Marilyn  Zinner  says  her  creations  are  "useable  art.”  According  to  Zinner,  permanent  jack-o-lanterns, 
black  cats  and  witches  can  be  used  all  year  long  as  candle  holders  and  decorative  art.  See  story  page  11. 

Group  grouses  over  adequacy  of  de  Young  EIR

The  recently  released 
Environmental  Impact  Report 
(EIR)  for  a  proposed  rebuilding 
of  Golden  Gate  Park’s  M.H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum  drew 
a  scathing  and  encompassing  cri¬ 
tique  from  the  private  museum 
advocacy  group  People  for  a 
New  de  Young.  However,  the 
president  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR)  said  the  EIR  was  an  ade¬ 
quate  preliminary  assessment  of 
the  plan. 

Among  the  concerns  listed  in 
the  People  for  a  New  de  Young’s 
evaluation  of  the  EIR  are  that  it 
inaccurately  projected  how  many 
visitors  will  go  to  the  museum 
annually  by  2005,  the  proposed 
new  tower  -  which  would  dwarf 
the  current  one  by  160  feet  and 
be  about  twice  as  wide  near  the 
top  -  would  be  more  like  a  cor¬ 
porate  high  rise,  the  EIR’s  ren¬ 
derings  are  inaccurately  and 
awkwardly  drawn  and  it  fails  to 


take  into  consideration  the  park¬ 
ing  garage  project  and  renovation 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  that 
will  be  taking,  place  across  from 
the  museum. 

“We  need  an  honest  EIR  that 
covers  all  the  traffic  and  atten¬ 
dance  aspects  involved,”  said  Joe 
Fusco,  People  for  a  New  de 
Young  chairman.  “If  not,  traffic 
will  be  a  mess.” 

In  its  critique,  Fusco’s  group 
says  the  EIR  inaccurately  as¬ 
sumes  that  the  museum’s  visitor- 
ship  in  2005  will  be  the  same  as 
it  was  in  the  span  from  1987  to 


1988. 

Fusco  said  the  proposed  tow¬ 
er,  which  would  be  taller  than 
Coit  Tower  and  the  Ferry  build¬ 
ing,  is  out  of  place  in  Golden 
Gate  Park. 

“The  impact  of  a  14-story 
high-rise  in  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
overwhelming,”  he  said.  “When 
you’re  thinking  of  a  tower  you’re 
not  picturing  something  this  mas¬ 
sive." 

“Herzog  and  de  Meurom 
(contractor  for  the  project)  has 
gotten  a  flimsy  architect  that 
came  up  with  a  stark,  barren  and 


drab  design  for  the  museum  ...  It 
is  an  ugly  design,”  Fusco  said. 

The  “high-rise”  would  be  oc¬ 
cupied  during  museum  business 
hours.  When  the  museum  closes, 
the  top  observation  deck  would 
remain  open  as  a  bar  and  restau¬ 
rant  or  be  rented  for  special 
events,  such  as  corporate  parties 
and  fundraisers.  Fusco’s  group 
said  the  design  for  the  museum 
as  a  whole  is  in  the  style  of 
buildings  found  in  an  industrial 
park  and  compared  it  to  an  "air- 
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Every  few 
years  the 
people  who 
run  the  major  taxi¬ 
cab  companies  in 
town  decide  to 
waste  a  half  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  trying 
to  change  the  laws 
that  govern  taxi¬ 
cabs  in  the  City. 

This  N ovember ’s  Proposition 
M  is  the  taxi  industry’s  first  crack 
at  changing  the  laws  in  the  new 
millennium.  But  Prop.  M  will  not 
do  what  it  claims  to  do  -  improve 
taxi  service  in  San  Francisco. 

Under  current  law,  the  City 
can  issue  new  “medallions,”  the 
legal  license  to  operate  a  taxi,  by 
showing  a  need  to  do  so.  Over 
the  past  several  years,  some  400 
new  taxis  have  hit  the  streets  in 
an  effort  to  improve  service. 

The  way  the  City  currently 
does  business  was  determined  in

1978,  when  then-supervisor 
Quentin  Kopp  rewrote  the  city’s 
taxi  law  to  provide  opportunities 
for  working  taxi  drivers.  Yet 
some  of  the  medallions  the  com¬ 
panies  were  supposed  to  give 
back  to  the  drivers  under  that 
legislation  are  still  in  possession 
of  the  major  cab  companies  to¬ 
day  -  22  years  later. 

Proposition  M  would  allow 
the  City  to  issue  medallions  to 
the  companies  for  “neighbor¬ 
hood”  taxis,  peak-time  taxis, 
wheelchair-accessible  taxis  and 
“fleet”  taxis.  It  would  give  the 


mayoral  ap¬ 
pointees  on  the 
city’s  Taxi  Com¬ 
mission  and  the 
SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  the 
power  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  the 
specialized  medal¬ 
lions  would  be 

used  for. 

The  proposition  tries  to  dictate 
where  drivers  can  or  can  not  go 
a  prospect  that  is  impossible  be¬ 
cause  almost  all  of  the  city’s  taxi 
drivers  are  independent  contrac¬ 
tors,  not  employees. 

The  taxi  industry  moved  to¬ 
ward  independent  contractors  in 
the  late  '70s  in  an  effort  to  save 
money.  This  way,  the  companies 
do  not  have  to  pay  for  drivers’ 
workman’s  compensation,  unem¬ 
ployment  taxes  and  other  taxes  or

craft  carrier." 

Fusco  said  the  renderings  that 
accompany  the  EIR  do  not  accu¬ 
rately  portray  how  the  museum 
will  appear  and  are  taken  from 
awkward  perspectives. 

“Many  of  the  drawings  are 
from  the  perspective  of  across 
from  the  music  concourse  and  in¬ 
clude  trees  that  obscure  the  pro¬ 
posed  museum  design,”  he  said. 
“They  also  show  the  high-rise  to 
be  half  as  wide  and  tall  as  it  real¬ 
ly  is.” 

Fusco  said  the  EIR  is  “wa¬ 
tered  down”  because  it  splits  up 
the  museum  project,  parking 
garage  and  Academy  renovations 


into  three  separate  projects. 

“They  should  be  coordinated 
as  one  project,”  he  said.  “The 
Concourse  Commission  needs  to 
take  a  more  active  role  so  they 
become  part  of  the  solution,  not 
the  problem.” 

People’s  critique  states,  “di¬ 
viding  one  EIR  into  three  EIRs 
will  never  adequately  explain  the 
impact  of  these  projects  on  the 
park  and  surrounding  neighbor¬ 
hoods.” 

Fusco’s  group  contends  that 
the  three  alternative  plans  listed 
in  the  EIR  are  unacceptable  solu¬ 
tions.  They  are  not  rebuilding  the 
museum  at  all,  renovating  the  ex¬ 
isting  building  and  moving  the 
museum  to  one  of  four  other  lo- 
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cations. 

“The  only  alternative  I  favor 
is  something  that  is  compatible 
with  the  concourse  and  the  pas¬ 
toral  nature  of  the  park,”  he  said. 
“We  are  not  so  much  worried 
about  design  style  as  long  as  it 
fits  in.” 

One  of  the  group’s  final  gripes 
about  the  report  is  that  “no  men¬ 
tion  is  made  of  ...  civic  opposi¬ 
tion,  architectural  opposition,  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Depart¬ 
ment’s  opposition,  political  op¬ 
position,  neighborhood  opposi¬ 
tion,  park  users’  opposition,  arts 
community  opposition  or  the 
general  public’s  opposition.” 

“When  I  presented  our  case  to 
Mayor  Brown  he  said,  ‘If  the 
museum  raises  its  own  money 
they  can  do  what  they  want,’” 
Fusco  said.  “The  Planning 
Department  is  under  Willie 
Brown’s  thumb  and  he’s  under 
the  developer’s  thumb. 

“He  appoints  planners  that  are 
sympathetic  to  his  needs.” 

Fusco  said  his  group’s  efforts 
to  require  the  museum  to  publish 
a  revised  EIR  is  a  daunting  task. 

“We’re  going  against  some  of 
the  most  powerful  people  in  the 
city,  which  means  it  is  hard  for 
us  to  be  heard,”  he  said.  “This  is 
a  classic  case  of  the  people  vs. 


the  politicians.” 

However,  PAR  President  Ron 
Miguel  is  among  the  people  who 
think  the  report  was  adequate  for 
what  it  is. 

“It  is  a  preliminary  type  of 
evaluation,”  Miguel  said.  “I  don’t 
think  it  should  be  seen  as  a  full 
study. 

“Prop.  F  and  1  (Saturday  park 
closure  measures)  need  to  be  tak¬ 
en  into  consideration.” 

Miguel  said  the  proposed 
high-rise  will  probably  not  be 
constructed  to  die  exact  specifi¬ 
cations  of  the  design  outlined  in 
the  EIR. 

“I  look  for  it  to  be  redesigned 
more,”  he  said. 

Miguel  said  the  current  muse¬ 
um  building  has  to  be  replaced 
by  something  “that  makes  a 
statement.” 

“It  (the  current  building)  has 
no  architectural  or  design  value,” 
he  said.  “This  is  a  recreation  area 
of  the  park,  not  a  nature  preserve. 


I  don’t  think  the  museum  has  to 
fit  in  with  its  surroundings.” 

Miguel  said  the  planners  of 
the  museum,  parking  garage  and 
Academy  are  working  together 
well. 

“I  think  they  are  coordinating 
more  than  most  city  depart¬ 
ments,”  he  said.  “The  Concourse 
Authority  has  not  been  able  to 
get  involved  as  much  as  it  should 
because  of  staffing  problems.” 

Miguel  admitted  the  EIR’s 
renderings  did  not  accurately 
portray  how  the  museum  would 
look,  but  said  this  is  because  the 
new  museum  is  an  evolving  de¬ 
sign. 

“Those  drawings  are  no  more 
than  schematics,”  he  said.  “They 
are  not  supposed  to  represent  a 
final  design.” 

Miguel  said  the  museum  plan 
is  proceeding  in  an  orderly  man¬ 
ner.  “We’re  coming  quite  close  to 
a  final  design,”  he  said.  “There 
should  be  one  by  Spring.” 


Horse-drawn  carriages 
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15  years.  Most  are  mixed  bred, 
half-draft  or  half-standard  bred. 
The  half  drafts  are  not  as  large  as 
full  drafts  but  work  well  with 
other  horse  breeds. 

Sears  said  all  the  horses  are 
gentle  and  docile.  They  come 
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from  an  Amish  region  in  south¬ 
eastern  Pennsylvania  where  they 
are  used  for  horse  drawn  bug¬ 
gies.  Amish  communities  shun 
motorized  vehicle  and  most  other 
modem  conveniences. 

Sears  said  carriages  can  hold 
up  to  six  people  and  are  elegant. 
The  three  different  routes  avail¬ 
able  are  around  Stow  Lake,  the 
Hall  of  Flowers  and  Music 
Concourse. 

“We’re  really  looking  forward 
to  being  able  to  bring  back  horse 
drawn  carriages  to  Golden  Gate 
Park,”  Sears  said.  “It’s  a  fine  way 
to  experience  the  park.  It  really 
brings  you  back  to  the  way 
things  were  100  years  ago.”

Judge  Pro  Tem  of  the  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court,  board  member  at 
Congregation  B'nai  Emunah,  member 
of  Communities  for  a  Better 
Environment,  Rainforest  Action 
Network,  Natural  Resources  Defense 
Council,  Union  of  Concerned  Scientists, 
Center  for  Auto  Safety,  Zero  Population 
Growth  and  others.  I  have  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  groups  for  at  least  five  years. 

What  is  the  most  pressing  issue  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  how 
would  you  address  it? 

Transportation.  I  am  for  sound  fiscal 
management  and  therefore  I  am  against 
significant  capital  improvements  of  un¬ 
determined  benefit,  such  as  light  rail  on 
Geary.  But  I  have  several  specific  sug¬ 
gestions  to  improve  the  Muni  38  line 
and  many  other  aspects  of  transportation 
in  the  Richmond,  including:  create  an 
efficient  pattern  of  timed  traffic  lights 
throughout  the  city;  preserve  the  Central 
Freeway  north  of  Market  Street  and 
combine  both  directions  into  the  exist¬ 
ing  span;  allow  mopeds,  motorcycles 
and  small  electric  vehicles  to  park  in 
front  of  fire  hydrants  at  their  own  risk 
once  those  hydrants  are  adequately 
marked  to  continue  to  allow  their  usage 
by  the  Fire  Department;  modify  parking 
laws  so  as  to  encourage  the  use  of 
mopeds,  motorcycles  and  small  electric 
vehicles;  provide  incentives  for  parking 
in  after-hour  business  parking  lots  and 
driveways;  mandate  the  issuance  of 
costly  tickets  for  any  vehicle  blocking 
an  intersection  "box;"  improve  fines 
upon  any  entity  that  tears  up  city  streets 
but  then  fails  to  return  those  streets  to 
their  prior  condition;  create  a  central 
dispatch  system  for  the  City’s  taxi  ser¬ 
vices);  require  Muni  to  send  every  other 
rush-hour  bus  empty  in  the  non-com¬ 
mute  direction;  direct  that  tickets  be  is¬ 
sued  when  buses  fail  to  pull  fully  into 
bus  stops;  close  Market  Street  to  private 
four-wheel  vehicles  from  Van  Ness 
Avenue  to  the  Embarcadero;  encourage 
the  construction  and  use  of  space-effi¬ 
cient  parking  garages  throughout  the 
City. 

What  would  be  your  first  action 
after  being  elected/re-elected? 

Develop  a  new  and  very  complete 
Master  Plan  for  the  City.  This  plan 
needs  to  account  for  each  district’s  pre¬ 
sent  and  future  strengths  and  weakness¬ 
es  and  it  must  have  general  approval.  I 
would  address  business  growth,  residen¬ 
tial  issues  and  improved  transportation 
as  well  as  safety  and  foresight  concerns. 

What  would  you  do  to  improve 
pedestrian  and  traffic  safety  in  the 
district? 

Timed  lights  with  adequate  cross¬ 
traffic  pedestrian  delays;  shift  police  in¬ 
volvement  away  from  enforcement  of 
soft  drug  laws  and  toward  enforcement 
of  traffic  safety  laws;  enforce  the  state’s 
vehicle  code  regarding  lighting  and 
bumper  height  requirements. 

What  will  you  do  to  help  small 
businesses  in  file  district? 

Reduce  the  overall  costs  of  living 
and  cost  of  doing  business  in  the  City. 
Require  inter-agency  communication 
upon  demand  for  personal  or  business 
issues  that  require  action  from  more 
than  one  agency. 

If  an  underground  subway  were 
technically  or  financially  impossible, 
would  you  favor  construction  of  a 
light  rail  system  above  ground  run¬ 
ning  on  Geary  Boulevard? 

No.  Too  costly  and  of  unproven  val¬ 
ue.  Those  of  us  familiar  know  that  the  N 
Judah  and  other  light  rails  get  just  as 
jammed  up  as  the  38  line  can  be  Too 
inconvenient  (years  of  construction). 

Too  burdensome  (would  reduce  the 
available  lanes  of  Geary  auto  traffic) 
and  does  not  address  the  issue.  The  is¬ 
sues  of  frequency,  consistency,  quality 
of  service,  reliability  and  cost  are  better 
addressed  by  more  and  better  rolling

What  is  the  most  pressing  issue  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  how  would 
you  address  it? 

Connecting  City  Hall  to  citizens  and 
representing  citizens  and  their  needs  at 
City  Hall.  I  would  organize  monthly 
Town  Hall  meetings  to  promote  dialogue 
with  district  residents  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  issues  of  concern. 

What  would  be  your  first  action  af¬ 
ter  being  elected/re-elected? 

I  would  begin  advancing  legislation 
for  a  charter  amendment  providing  for 
filling  of  vacancies  on  the  board  of  su¬ 
pervisors  by  voters  rather  than  mayoral 
appointments.  1  would  begin  the  process, 
including  citizen  input,  of  implementing 
issues  and  policies  covered  in  my  policy 
papers. 

What  would  you  do  to  improve 
pedestrian  and  traffic  safety  in  the  dis¬ 
trict? 

1)  Re-time  lights  on  Geary,  Fulton 
and  other  through  streets  for  traffic  flow 
at  safe  speeds  and  adequate  time  for  se¬ 
niors  to  cross;  2)  Evaluate  need  for  more 
traffic  lights  and  install  as  appropriate;  3) 
Look  for  more  parking,  such  an  angled 
parking  on  Anza  and  Cabrillo  streets;  4) 
Begin  implementation  of  other  issues  in¬ 
cluded  in  my  policy  papers. 

What  will  you  do  to  help  small 
businesses  in  the  district? 

Evaluate  zoning  ordinances  for  revi¬ 
sion  to  limit  monster  stores.  Revise  the 
business  tax  by  lowering  the  rate  for 
small  business.  Eliminate  overlapping 
and  duplication  in  bureaucracy  and  relat¬ 
ed  taxes,  fees  and  report  forms. 

If  an  underground  subway  was 
technically  or  financially 
impossible, would  you  favor  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  light  rail  system  above 
ground  running  along  the  center  of 
Geary  Boulevard? 

Underground  is  the  only  option  and  it 
should  be  BART  and  BART  ultimately 
through  Golden  Gate  Park,  reconnect  at 
Daly  City  to  create  a  BART  loop  within 
the  City.  Then  revise  Muni  routes  to  feed 
BART  stations. 

What  is  the  most  important  piece 
of  information  you  want  the  voters  in 
the  district  to  know  about? 

That  I  will  be  open  to  meet  with  them 
and  hear  from  them  on  all  issues  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  City.  I  will  be  a  leader  in  working  to¬ 
ward  sensible  long-range  planning  for 
the  future  of  San  Francisco. 

Why  should  voters  choose  you  to 
be  their  supervisorial  representative? 

I  am  the  only  candidate  not  beholden 
to  other  politicians  and/or  pressure 
groups  so  I  can  best  present  the  interests 
of  residents  and  the  City  as  a  whole.  I 
am  not  a  one-issue  candidate,  but  have 
developed  a  comprehensive  platform  and 
a  set  of  policy  papers  to  best  plan  for  the 
future  of  San  Francisco. 

What  is  the  greatest  challenge  or 
problem  at  the  Presidio  National  Park 
and  what  would  you  do  to  address  the 
situation? 

The  greatest  challenge  is  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  set  of  policies  and  guide¬ 
lines  to  govern  the  future  use  of  Presidio 
assets  which  will  best  serve  all  interests 
of  San  Francisco  and  its  citizens,  with 
regard  to  housing,  recreation  and  com¬ 
mercial  uses. 

What  citywide  proposition  are  you 
working  the  hardest  for  to  get  passed, 
and  why? 

I  believe  there  are  far  better  solutions 
available  than  those  advanced  by  any  of 
the  propositions  on  the  ballot.  I  cannot 
promote  any  one  of  them.

Housing  and  Tenants  Council,  member 
of  the  steering  committee  at  the 
Coalition  for  Jobs,  Arts  and  Housing 
and  the  Richmond  District  Democratic 
Club 

What  is  the  most  pressing  issue  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  how 
would  you  address  it? 

After  15  years  of  fighting  to  pre¬ 
serve  our  neighborhoods,  I  am  running 
for  supervisor  to  keep  the  Richmond 
and  the  rest  of  the  City  livable  and  af¬ 
fordable.  Over  the  last  four  years,  City 
Hall  has  given  a  green  light  to  rampant, 
uncontrolled  development,  which  has 
diminished  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
City  and  the  Richmond.  As  a  result,  we 
are  experiencing  unprecedented  levels 
of  pedestrian  injuries,  overcrowded  38 
Geary  buses,  increased  traffic,  inade¬ 
quate  parking,  skyrocketing  commer¬ 
cial  rents  for  small  businesses  and  dis¬ 
placement  of  working  families  from 
their  homes.  That  is  why  I  co-authored 
Proposition  L,  the  neighborhood  re¬ 
sponse  to  rampant,  illegal  develop¬ 
ment.  Proposition  L  will  replace  back¬ 
room  deals  with  smart  growth,  man¬ 
date  a  community  planning  process  and 
ensure  that  development  serves  the  real 
needs  of  the  neighborhoods. 

What  would  be  your  first  action 
after  being  elected? 

My  top  priority  would  be  imple¬ 
menting  Prop.  L  after  its  passage.  1 
would  sponsor  legislation  implement¬ 
ing  a  community  planning  process  de¬ 
signed  to  ensure  that  development  ac¬ 
tually  serves  the  real  needs  of  the 
neighborhoods.  Moreover,  we  should 
go  beyond  Prop.  L  and  make  it  easier 
for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  reverse 
decisions  of  the  Planning  Commission 
which  are  not  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  the  neighborhoods.  In  addition,  I  be¬ 
lieve  we  must  build  more  housing  af¬ 
fordable  for  ordinary  working  families. 

I  would  support  denser  housing  with 
affordable  units  along  our  transit  corri¬ 
dors,  known  as  “smart  growth,”  done 
in  a  manner  sensitive  to  existing  neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

What  would  you  do  to  improve 
pedestrian  and  traffic  safety  in  the 
district? 

Addressing  this  issue  requires  more 
than  just  getting  television  news  cover¬ 
age  escorting  children  across  the  street 
during  election  time.  It  requires  daily 
attention  to  the  issues.  I  support  traffic 
calming  measures,  more  stoplights 
with  pedestrian  crossing  lights,  police 
stings  against  red  light  runners  and  a 
ban  on  hand-held  cell  phone  usage 
while  driving. 

What  will  you  do  to  help  small 
business  in  the  district? 

I  will  make  the  City  responsive  to 
the  needs  of  our  small,  local  business¬ 
es.  I  will  pressure  DPT  to  be  respon¬ 
sive  to  merchants  and  make  sure  that 
DPW  improves  the  attractiveness  of 
our  business  districts,  such  as  by  regu¬ 
lar  steam  cleaning.  I  pledge  to  see  that 
Muni  responds  to  the  needs  of  the 
neighborhoods,  rather  than  serving 
only  as  a  funnel  for  workers  going 
downtown.  While  we  may  need  to  add 
parking,  it  should  be  done  in  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  community  and  expert 
traffic  planners.  I  also  will  streamline 
the  system  so  that  an  entrepreneur  can 
go  to  one  agency  and  quickly  complete 
the  tasks  necessary  to  legally  open  a 
business.  1  do  not  believe  we  need  big- 
box  retail  in  the  Richmond  where  so 
many  mom  and  pop  businesses  thrive.  I 
favor  subjecting  stores  with  square

What  is  the  most  pressing  issue  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  how  would 
you  address  it? 

Maintaining  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
neighborhoods.  As  a  supervisor,  I  would 
hold  city  departments  responsible  for  de¬ 
livery  of  city  services  and  look  for  more 
effective  ways  of  using  government 
funds  to  address  education,  affordable 
housing,  transportation,  crime  and  public 
safety. 

What  would  be  your  first  action  af¬ 
ter  being  elected/re-elected? 

As  a  supervisor,  I  would  introduce 
legislation  that  would  require  special 
elections  for  any  vacancy  on  the  board 
of  supervisors.  Unless  we  have  a  board 
responsive  to  the  neighborhood,  resi¬ 
dents  will  not  get  the  services  they  need. 

What  would  you  to  do  improve 
pedestrian  and  traffic  safety  in  the  dis¬ 
trict? 

As  supervisor,  I  would  strictly  en¬ 
force  existing  laws  and  simplify  the  pro¬ 
cess  by  which  the  community  can  install 
traffic  and  stop  signs.  I  would  also  in¬ 
crease  funding  for  driver  and  pedestrian 
education  and  implement  as  many  rec¬ 
ommendations  of  the  Pedestrian  Safety 
Task  Force  that  are  practical. 

What  will  you  do  to  help  small 
businesses  in  the  district? 

Find  ways  to  create  more  parking 
spaces  around  commercial  centers. 
Improve  street  cleaning  and  find  perma¬ 
nent  solutions  to  homelessness. 

If  an  underground  subway  was 
technically  or  financially  impossible, 
would  you  favor  the  construction  of  a 
light  rail  system  above  the  ground 
running  along  the  center  or  Geary 
Boulevard? 

I  would  consider  all  alternative  op¬ 
tions  to  promote  the  transit  first  policy. 

What  is  the  most  important  piece 
of  information  you  want  voters  to 
know  about  you? 

For  more  than  a  decade,  I  have 
fought  for  neighborhood  issues  such  as 
rebuilding  the  Central  Freeway,  keeping 
city  departments  at  City  Hall,  neighbor¬ 
hood  notification,  freezing  sky-rocketing 
water  rates  and  advocating  for  increasing 
affordable  housing,  parking  and  better 
Muni  services.  I  will  judge  each  issue  on 
its  merit  and  will  not  be  afraid  to  vote 
my  conscience  for  the  sake  of  good  pub¬ 
lic  policy.  I  will  respect  the  will  of  the 
voter  and  not  endorse  or  vote  for  any 
legislation  that  undermines  the  initiative 
process. 

What  is  the  greatest  challenge  or 
problem  at  the  Presidio  National  Park 
and  what  would  you  do  to  address  the 
situation? 

The  greatest  challenge  regarding 
Presidio  development  is  meeting  the  in¬ 
crease  demands  on  the  infrastructure  of 
the  City.  With  more  office  space  there 
will  be  an  increased  demand  on  housing, 
parking,  Muni  and  water  services.  I  will 
ensure  that  the  Presidio  Trust  pays  its 
fair  share  towards  the  development  of 
needed  infrastructure  before  develop¬ 
ment  begins. 

What  dtywide  proposition  are  you 
working  the  hardest  to  get  passed  and 
why? 

I  will  be  working  the  hardest  to  pass 
Proposition  O.  Soft  money  and  high- 
powered  lobbyists  have  polluted  our  po¬ 
litical  system  and  the  only  sound  being 
heard  at  City  Hall  is  the  ringing  of  the 
cash  register.  Independent  candidates 
looking  to  represent  the  interests  of  ordi¬ 
nary  citizens  have  a  difficult  time  raising 
funds  to  fight  negative  media  campaigns 
and  lies  put  out  by  political  machines. 

As  a  result,  honest  candidates  can’t  get 
elected. 


Are  you  a  member  of  any  neigh¬ 
borhood,  dvic  or  other  organiza¬ 
tions?  (How  long  a  member?) 

I  belong  to  several  civic  and  politi¬ 
cal  organizations.  Being  on  the  board, 
however,  tends  to  be  a  full-time  occu¬ 
pation. 

What  is  the  most  pressing  issue  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  how 
would  you  address  it? 

Pedestrian  safety,  traffic  congestion 
and  transportation  are  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  concerns  in  the  Richmond  district. 
Under  my  leadership,  and  working 
with  ndghbors  and  grass-roots  com¬ 
munity  activists,  we  have  worked  dili¬ 
gently  to  promote  greater  pedestrian 
safety,  including  the  first  new  traffic 
light  on  Clement  Street  in  30  years.  We 
have  successfully  installed  new  stop 
signs  at  Alamo,  Presidio  and  Cabrillo 
schools  and  a  new  crosswalk  at  Sutro. 

A  stoplight  at  the  dangerous  intersec¬ 
tion  on  22nd  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street 
will  be  installed  before  the  end  of  the 
year  and  new  red  light  cameras  will 
soon  be  operational  along  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard.  Traffic  congestion 
is  related  to  parking  and  I  have  au¬ 
thored  laws  that  help  neighbors  and 
businesses  find  the  parking  they  need. 
My  “Take  Back  Your  Parking  Act”  al¬ 
lows  residents  to  park  in  construction 
zones  should  construction  not  com¬ 
mence  by  noon.  Working  with  the 
Richmond  Police  Station,  we  have  tar¬ 
geted  double-parkers  who  clog  up 
Clement  Street.  I  am  also  working  on 
proposals  to  bring  “double-stack”  park¬ 
ing  to  lots  along  open-air  lots  on 
Clement  and  Geary  that  would  effec¬ 
tively  double  parking.  Ultimately,  how¬ 
ever,  we  need  to  improve  Muni  and 
make  it  work  more  efficiently  for  the 
Richmond  District.  The  performance 
standards  in  Proposition  E,  which  I  co¬ 
authored,  will  bring  more  accountabili¬ 
ty  to  workhorse  lines.  In  addition,  I  am 
working  to  bring  limited-type  service 
directly  to  the  South  of  Market,  where 
many  Richmond  residents  currently 
work. 

I  am  also  working  on  introducing 
mini-bus  or  jitney-type  service  to 
Geary  and  Clement  to  encourage  resi¬ 
dent  to  not  use  their  cars  for  short  dis¬ 
tance  trips  to  these  retail  centers. 

What  would  be  your  first  action 
after  being  elected/re-elected? 

My  first  action  would  be  to  thank 
the  hundreds  of  Richmond  neighbors 
who  have  worked  with  me  at  the  board 
and  on  this  campaign.  My  first  legisla¬ 
tive  act  would  be  to  plan  a  transporta¬ 
tion  forum  in  the  Richmond  District  to 
begin  discussing  -  not  solving,  but  dis¬ 
cussing  -  the  challenges  of  the  future 
and  what  neighbors  and  businesses  en¬ 
vision  for  this  great  neighborhood. 

What  will  you  do  to  help  small 
businesses  in  the  district? 

I  am  pleased  to  have  a  strong  work¬ 
ing  relationship  with  many  small  busi¬ 
nesses  and  merchant  organizations  in 
my  district  I  have  a  strong  working  re¬ 
lationship  with  both  the  Greater  Geary 
Boulevard  Merchants  Association  as 
well  as  the  Clement  Street  Merchants 
Association.  I  worked  with  them  and 
neighborhood  groups  to  fight  the  pro¬ 
posed  Beverages  and  More  store  on 
Geary  and  I  will  continue  to  work  to 
ensure  that  chain  stores  do  not  displace 
local  businesses  in  these  vital  small 
business  hubs.  An  automatic  robatic 
parking  facility,  similar  to  those  widely 
used  throughout  Europe  and  Asia, 
would  be  a  key  demonstration  project 
for  the  Richmond. 

If  an  underground  subway  were 
technically  or  financially  impossible, 
would  you  favor  the  construction  of 
a  light  rail  system  above  ground  run¬ 
ning  along  the  center  of  Geary 
Boulevard? 

Improving  our  transit  and  trans¬ 
portation  systems  is  one  of  my  highest

the  suspect  using  a  flashlight  to 
look  into  cars  near  where  he 
drove  up  and  parked.

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Gourds  fuel  the  flames  of  local  artist's  creative  muse

Passing  by  and  looking  in  the 
window,  a  woman  strolling  down 
Clement  Street  suddenly  stopped. 
In  a  burst  of  enthusiasm  she 
rushed  in  to  exclaim,  “I  had  to 
stop  into  look.  So  many  unique 
things  here!” 

As  the  woman  entered  the 
shop  with  its  art  and  crafts  in  ev¬ 
ery  color  of  the  rainbow,  artist 
Marilyn  Zinner  greeted  her. 
Introducing  herself,  Zinner  was 
there  to  meet  customers  as  they 
walked  into  Kumquat  Art  and 
Home  Accessories. 

Zinner  just  installed  a  display 
of  her  most  recent  creations 
“Jack  &  Jackie  O’  Lanterns”  -  in 
time  for  Halloween.  The  small 
shop  on  Clement  Street  special¬ 
izes  in  unique  items  made  by  lo¬ 
cal  artists. 

Yet,  the  Halloween  decor  is 
only  a  sample  of  what  Zinner  has 
made.  “Earths  Offerings  - 
Gourds  by  Marilyn”  has  a  di¬ 
verse  array  of  designs  made  from 
gourds.  While  it  may  seem  obvi¬ 
ous  to  take  a  gourd  and  make  it 
into  a  “Jack  or  Jackie  O’ 
Lantern,”  Zinner  insists  her  work 
is  “not  a  Halloween  thing.” 

Making  art  out  of  gourds  is  a 
passion  for  Zinner.  Gourds,  it 
seems,  have  become  the  main 
source  of  inspiration  for  her  art 
form. 

“My  very  first  gourd  was  a 
vase.  It  has  only  been  this  year 
that  I  decided  to  make  gourds 
into  various  things  for 
Halloween,”  she  said. 

Zinner’s  passion  for  gourds 
occurred  a  couple  years  ago 
when  a  friend  handed  her  a  gourd 
from  the  garden  and  said,  “see 
what  you  can  do  with  that!” 

“I  took  the  gourd  in  my  hands, 
looked  at  it  for  a  few  moments 
and  that’s  when  I  started  to  get 
my  inspiration,”  she  said.  Gourds 
have  been  her  primary  art  form 
ever  since. 

“When  I  look  at  a  gourd  it 
speaks  to  me,”  Zinner  said.  “I 
know  that  sounds  odd,  but  that’s 
the  best  way  I  can  describe  what 
I  do  with  the  gourds  and  why  I 
love  working  with  them  in  my 
art.” 

Using  a  technique  called 
wood  burn,  inks  and  dyes,  Zinner 
follows  the  natural  patterns  she 
sees  on  each  gourd  to  create  her 


works  of  art. 

“No  two  gourds  are  alike,” 
she  says. 

A  proud  member  of  the 
California  Gourd  Society,  Zinner 
can  give  a  detailed  background 
of  the  life  of  the  gourd. 

“The  gourds  I  get  are  grown 
here  in  California,  in  the  Central 
Valley  area.  A  gourd  planted  in 
early  spring  will  have  a  form  by 
summer,”  she  said. 

Once  the  gourd’s  large  leaves 
are  dry,  the  leaves  are  removed 
and  the  gourds  are  stored  away 
for  at  least  a  year  so  they  can 
harden  to  become  like  wood. 

The  most  time-consuming 
part  of  the  process  is  cutting  and 
cleaning  the  gourds. 

“I  use  a  mini  electric  jigsaw.  It 
really  helps  me  do  the  job  well,” 
Zinner  said. 

The  connection  to  the  earth  is 
a  spiritual  element  that  has 
Zinner  fascinated  by  gourds. 

“Gourds  are  used  for  many 
things  all  over  the  world  in  just 
about  every  culture.  To  make 
something  from  the  earth  for 
people  to  enjoy  is  an  honor  for 
me,”  Zinner  said. 

Among  previous  works, 
Zinner  is  most  pleased  with  are 
the  lanterns  she  made  for  Ramni 
Levy,  the  owner  of  Bistro  1650, 
located  at  1650  Balboa  St. 

“She  is  a  remarkable  artist. 
Talented  and  true,”  Levy  said 
“The  lanterns  bring  a  lot  of  con¬ 
versation  all  the  time.  I  am  so 
pleased  with  them.” 

As  with  the  lanterns  for  the 
Bistro,  Zinner  also  uses  other 
materials  in  connection  with 
gourds  including  broken  glass 
from  a  Muni  bus  stop. 

Zinner  also  makes  her  own 
paper  materials  and  pulp  out  of 
old  envelopes  and  bits  of  paper 
she  finds. 

Denahan  said  she  is  happy  to 
display  Zinner’s  work  at  her 
shop.  Denahan  and  her  business 
partner,  a  Labrador  Retriever 
named  Freelance,  opened  Kum¬ 
quat  in  1997. 

“I  concentrate  on  new  and  lo¬ 
cal  artists  because  I  want  to  help 
others  get  their  dreams  started,” 
Denahan  said.  “Besides,  this  al¬ 
lows  me  the  chance  to  feature 
unique  items  that  are  not  found 
in  other  stores.” 

Zinner  began  her  latest  career 
late  in  life.  At  the  age  of  47,  she

Restaurant  quickly  estab¬ 
lished  a  loyal  following 
for  its  wonderful  seafood 
and  good  dim  sum. 

The  casual  dining  at¬ 
mosphere  is  ideal  for  an 
informal  family  dinner  or 
to  host  a  special  banquet.  The 
main  dining  room  seats  up  to  125 
people  and  the  upstairs  banquet 
room  seats  up  to  450.  The  restau¬ 
rant  is  loud  when  it  is  full  and  it 
is  almost  always  full  throughout 
its  business  hours.  Do  not  expect 
low  lighting  and  romance.  The 
food  is  the  central  experience. 

My  husband  and  I  have  gone 
several  times  for  dim  sum  during 
lunch  and  brunch  hours.

pork,  vegetables  and  pine  nuts, 
are  delicious  and  different  from 
most  Chinese  restaurants’  appe¬ 
tizers. 

The  Char  Bao  is  like  tiny  pork 
buns  filled  with  barbecued  chick¬ 
en.  Other  choices  include 
steamed  beef  balls,  sweet  sesame 
balls  fried  and  filled  with  tofu, 
pork  dumplings,  vegetable 
dumplings,  pan-fried  chives  and 
shrimp  cakes,  fried  prawns  with 
spicy  salt  and  honey  walnuts 
with  prawns.  The  two  prawn 
dishes  are  only  $3.80  each. 

Tong  Palace  offers  70  kinds  of 
Dim  Sum  selections  for  lunch 
and  dinner.

The  family  dinner 
menus  for  two  to  10  peo¬ 
ple  range  from  $28  to 
$168.  The  four  VIP  menus 
each  have  1 1  dishes  from 
$238  to  $368. 

With  the  holidays  coming  up 
soon,  it  isn’t  too  early  to  inquire 
about  reserving  the  banquet 
room.  The  weekend  manager  told 
us  that  some  families  make  ban¬ 
quet  reservations  up  to  a  year  in 
advance.

City  needs 
balanced  growth 


My  firing  from  the 
Planning 
Commission  has 
unleashed  a  torrent  of 
support  for  me  from 
throughout  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods  of  San  Francisco 
which  has  touched  me 
deeply.  I’m  very  proud  of  my 
tenure  and  gratified  by  the  reac¬ 
tion  of  the  public.  But,  I  must 
emphasize  that  the  importance  of 
this  whole  matter  is  that  I  lost  my 
job  because  of  a  fundamental  dif¬ 
ference  with  the  mayor  over  pub¬ 
lic  planning  policy. 

We  neighborhood  residents 
who  wrote  Proposition  M  in 
1986  realized  that  the  amount 
and  pace  of  commercial  office 
development  directly  affected  the 
“quality  of  life”  of  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Environmental  documents 
revealed  that  for  every  one  mil¬ 
lion  square  feet  of  commercial 
office  development  3,600  new 
workers  would  be  employed,  re¬ 
quiring  1,400  new  homes  in  San 
Francisco  and  adding  918  new 
cars  on  the  streets.  Such  massive 
demands  woulcTbe  harshly  felt  in 
every  neighborhood. 

Proposition  M  required  that  a 
balance  be  struck  between  office 
growth  and  neighborhood  protec¬ 
tion.  It  had  two  parts.  First,  an 
annual  limit  on  new  commercial 
office  development  roughly  equal 
to  the  ability  of  the  City  to  add 
housing  and  transportation  ca¬ 
pacity  for  the  new  workforce. 
Second,  a  series  of  priority  plan¬ 
ning  policies  to  protect  the  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  It  was  assumed  that 
the  Planning  Department  and 
Commission  would  heed  these 
legal  requirements. 

It  has  become  increasingly

clear  to  even  a  casual  observer 
that  the  current  administration 
and  planning  bureaucracy  have 
lost  sight  of  the  obligation  to 
strike  that  balance.  There  are  cur¬ 
rently  more  than  7.3  million 
square  feet  of  new  offices  either 
under  construction  or  fully  ap¬ 
proved,  the  equivalent  of  more 
than  nine  Transamerica 
Buildings.  Overheated  office  de¬ 
velopment  has  already  over¬ 
whelmed  our  housing  and  our 
transportation  infrastructure. 
Evictions  of  all  sorts  have  sky¬ 
rocketed.  Neighborhoods  are  in¬ 
creasingly  under  attack.  The  very 
fabric  of  our  culture  is  threatened 
by  the  loss  of  space  for  artists, 
dancers,  non-profit  organizations, 
schools  and  even  doctors  and 
dentists.  Displacement  of  both 
the  poor  and  the  middle  class  is 
taking  place  at  a  dizzying  pace. 

Not  one  new  plan  to  increase 
or  even  preserve  our  housing 
supply,  preserve  needed  busi¬ 
nesses  and  services,  manage  traf¬ 
fic  or  increase  Muni  service  has 
been  forthcoming  from  City  Hall. 
Indeed,  many  viable  proposals 
have  either  been  ignored  or 
blocked  by  special  interests 
seemingly  in  control  at  every  lev¬ 
el  of  city  government. 

Proposition  L  requires  the 
City  to  do  planning  again.  Before 
massive  amounts  of  new  office 
space  is  permitted  the  priority 
policies  of  Proposition  M  must 


be  applied  in  a  series  of 
neighborhood  plans.  It 
closes  the  special  interest 
loopholes  the  current  ad¬ 
ministration  has  cynically 
created  to  thwart  the  will 
of  the  voters  and  reimpos¬ 
es  a  950,000  square  foot 
annual  limit  on  new  office  devel¬ 
opment. 

The  Mayor’s  Proposition  K, 
drafted  by  development  attor¬ 
neys,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  wolf 
in  sheep’s  clothing.  It  pretends  to 
address  these  same  issues,  but  is 
full  of  new  loopholes  and  special 
treatment  for  developers.  Rather 
than  a  modest  increase  in  the 
amount  of  commercial  office  de¬ 
velopment  it  allows  an  additional 
4  million  square  feet  of  offices 
next  year  alone,  and  millions 
more  each  year  thereafter. 

Instead  of  requiring  a  return  to 
real  planning,  the  Mayor’s 
Proposition  K  creates  a  “devel¬ 
opment  czar”  appointed  by  him 
for  a  term  of  ten  years,  thus  ex¬ 
tending  his  ability  to  unduly  in¬ 
fluence  development  decisions  in 
the  City  long  after  he  leaves  of¬ 
fice. 

The  mayor  demanded  that  I 
support  and  campaign  for  his 
measure  and  fired  me  when  I  re¬ 
fused  to  do  so.  He  made  his 
choice.  Now  is  the  time  for  all 
San  Franciscans  to  make  a  choice 
and  send  a  strong  message  to 
City  Hall  that  we  won’t  give  up 
on  San  Francisco  without  a  fight. 
Vote  Yes  on  L  and  No  on  K.

Taxi  companies’  medallion  grab 
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provide  health  insurance  or  other 
benefits. 

Now  the  companies  claim  the 
City  can  dictate  where  taxi 
drivers  work  or  do  not  work. 

The  key  to  improving  taxi  ser¬ 
vice  is  by  using  a  central  dis¬ 
patch  system,  so  the  hundreds  of 
taxi  cabs  roaming  the  city  will  be 
able  to  check  in  for  orders  to  pick 
up  fares.  This  feature  is  especial¬ 
ly  needed  for  the  avenues,  be¬ 
cause  most  of  the  cabs  are  where 
the  action  is,  downtown  or  at  the 
airport. 

But  if  the  four  major  taxi 
companies,  Yellow,  Veterans, 
DeSoto  and  Luxor,  and  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  independent  taxis  on  the 


streets  were  allowed  to  pick  up 
an  order,  service  would  be  great¬ 
ly  improved.  Prop.  M  will  do 
nothing  to  improve  the  current 
situation. 

Currently,  when  you  call  a  cab 
the  dispatcher  is  limited  by  the 
number  of  cabs  that  particular 
company  has  imhe  area.  Bnrif 
the  customer  doesn’t  mind  what 
company  picks  them  up,  he  or 
she  would  have  a  much  better 
opportunity  to  get  quick,  prompt 
taxi  service. 

Prop.  M  would  change  the 
process  by  which  medallions  are 
issued,  allowing  the  taxi  compa¬ 
nies  to  get  medallions  directly 
from  the  city  -  and  cheating  the 
hundreds  of  San  Francisco  men 
and  women  who  have  been  wait¬ 


ing,  sometimes  for  more  than  a 
decade,  for  a  chance  to  make  a 
living  as  a  San  Francisco  taxi 
driver. 

I  hope  San  Francisco  voters 
will  see  the  folly  of  passing  an 
ordinance  that  doesn’t  improve 
the  current  taxi-cab  situation,  and 
rewards  greedy  companies  thai 
have  tried'  at  least  a  half  dozen 
times  -  all  unsuccessfully  -  to 
wrestle  medallions  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  people  that  drive 
taxis  in  the  city. 

Vote  no  on  Proposition  M.

What  is  the  most  important  piece 
of  information  that  you  want  voters 
in  the  district  to  know? 

Most  important  will  be  coalition 
building  on  the  board,  given  the 
board’s  new  district  election-based 
composition  and  the  strength  of  the 
current  administration.  Of  course,  the 
second  most  important  piece  of  infor¬ 
mation  is  how  difficult  it  will  be  to 
build  these  coalitions  for  supervisors 
without  knowledge  of  organization 
management  and  foresight  into  a  broad 
range  of  present  and  future  issues. 


Why  should  voters  choose  you  to 
be  their  representative? 

1)  I  am  a  registered  independent 
and  thereby  independent  of  existing  ad¬ 
ministration,  parties  and  power  bases. 
This  allows  me  to  look  at  each  issue 
with  the  district’s  residents  in  mind  and 
without  “instruction”  from  non-district 
powers;  2)  I  accept  no  campaign  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  same  reasons  of  inde¬ 
pendence;  3)  I  have  nothing  at  stake  in 
this  other  than  the  improvement  of  the 
City;  4)  I  believe  that  everything  starts 
with  fiscal  responsibility,  because  only 
by  addressing  all  the  costs  of  living  and 
doing  business  in  the  City  can  a  super¬ 
visor  have  the  luxury  of  moving  for¬ 
ward  with  capital  improvements  and 
other  desirable  projects;  5)  I  am  a 
homeowner  and  my  wife  and  I  are  par¬ 
ents  of  two  young  children  and  I  want 


to  make  the  City  as  livable  as  possible 
for  their  future.  In  this  way,  I  share  the 
interests  of  the  district’s  residents. 

What  is  the  greatest  challenge  or 
problem  at  the  Presidio  National 
Park  and  what  would  you  do  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  situation? 

Preserving  it  for  future  open  space 
use  and  not  buckling  in  to  business  de¬ 
velopment  pressures.  The  park  can 
readily  pay  for  itself  and  does  not  have 
to  provide  business  space  when  it 
could  instead  be  maintained  as  open 
space  and  space  for  the  arts. 

What  citywide  proposition  are 
you  working  hardest  to  get  passed 
and  why? 

Proposition  I.  Because  the  current 
method  of  business  tax  collection  has 
been  ruled  unconstitutional  and  we 
must  immediately  change  the  methods 
we  use  or  risk  a  terrible  and  utterly  un¬ 
necessary  collection  shortfall.

I  will 
meet  with  Small  Business  Advocates, 
the  Council  of  District  Merchants  and 
the  Clement  Street  and  Geary 
Merchants  Associations  regularly. 

If  an  underground  subway  was 
technically  or  financially  impossible, 
would  you  favor  the  construction  of 
a  light  rail  system  above  ground  run¬ 
ning  along  the  center  of  Geary 
Boulevard? 

Yes,  I  would  support  such  a  system 
if  it  were  impossible  to  build  under¬ 
ground,  with  some  caveats.  I  would 
caution  that  we  must  not  accept  blanket 
statements  of  the  un-feasibility  of  an 
underground  system.  Although  some 
merchants  are  concerned  about  the  loss 
of  business  during  construction  of  light 
rail,  the  project  is  generally  favored  by 
Richmond  residents  and  will  ultimately 
benefit  businesses  as  well.  We  must  do 
everything  possible  to  minimize  any 
harm  to  merchants. 

What  is  the  most  important  in¬ 
formation  you  want  voters  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  to  know  about? 

I  am  an  independent  leader  who 
serves  the  neighborhoods  of  the 
Richmond  and  city  wide.  I  have  a 
demonstrated  15-year  history  of  fight¬ 
ing  to  preserve  the  livability  and  char¬ 


acter  of  the  Richmond,  as  well  as  fight¬ 
ing  to  preserve  housing  affordable  to 
working  families.  You  can  count  on  me 
to  serve  the  real  needs  of  our  commu¬ 
nities.  It  is  time  we  had  an  independent 
leader  from  the  neighborhoods  at  City 
Hall  and  I  will  be  that  leader. 

Why  should  voters  choose  you  to 
be  their  supervisor? 

If  District  1  voters  want  a  leader 
who  has  shown  he  cares  about  the 
needs  of  the  Richmond  and  its  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  I  invite  them  to  support  my 
candidacy.  For  15  years  I  have  volun¬ 
teered  my  time  helping  scores  of  my 
neighbors  fight  successfully  to  preserve 
the  character  of  our  neighborhoods.  I 
am  a  teacher  of  English/ESL  who  has 
taught  at  Presentation  High,  City 
College  and  now  at  USF.  My  children 
graduated  from  Richmond  public 
schools.  I  served  for  four  years  as  a 
commissioner  on  the  Rent  Board,  gar¬ 
nering  a  reputation  among  tenants  and 
landlords  as  a  leader  who  forged  com¬ 
promises  fair  to  all  sides.  As  your  su¬ 
pervisor,  I  will  be  independent,  respon¬ 
sive  and  effective.  . 

What  is  the  greatest  challenge  or 
problem  at  the  Presidio  National 
Park  and  what  would  you  do  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  situation? 

The  greatest  challenge  facing  the 
Presidio  is  the  threat  of  overdevelop¬ 
ment,  which  is  a  direct  result  of  the 


wrongheaded  decision  to  privatize  this 
national  park  rather  than  dedicate  it  to 
public  use  as  has  been  the  tradition  of 
our  national  park  service  since  its  for¬ 
mation  in  1906.  Unfortunately,  the  de¬ 
cision  to  privatize  the  park  has  shut  out 
local  residents  from  any  influence  on 
decisions  made  concerning  the 
Presidio.  We  must  put  steady  pressure 
on  our  Congressional  representatives  to 
prevent  continued  decisions  to  develop 
the  Presidio.  Unless  we  do,  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  Presidio  will  have  spillover 
effects  that  diminish  the  quality  of  life 
of  our  neighborhoods. 

What  city  wide  proposition  are 
you  working  the  hardest  to  get 
passed  and  why? 

I  am  co-author  of  Prop.  L  and  I 
have  worked  very  hard  as  part  of  a 
citywide  coalition  to  get  its  provisions 
enacted  into  law.  Proposition  L  is  a 
continuation  of  the  struggle  I  have  en¬ 
gaged  in  to  stop  inappropriate  and  de¬ 
structive  development  in  the 
Richmond.  Unless  we  pass  Prop.  L, 
continued  illegal  development  will  de¬ 
stroy  the  character  of  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods  and  the  fabric  of  our  communi¬ 
ties,  until  there  is  nothing  left  of  the 
San  Francisco  we  all  love.  Small  busi¬ 
nesses,  nonprofits,  artists  and  working 
people  will  be  driven  from  our  City. 
Proposition  L  is  a  crucial  first  step  in 
saving  the  incredible  diversity  that 
makes  our  City  special.  We  gathered 
30,000  signatures  in  a  few  short  weeks 
and  put  it  on  the  ballot. 


Michael  Yaki 
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priorities  on  the  board  of  supervisors. 
As  chair  of  the  San  Francisco 
Transportation  Authority  ...  I  can  as¬ 
sure  you  that  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  the  funding  to  bring  light  rail  ei¬ 
ther  under  or  above  ground  all  the  way 
out  to  Geary.  All  things  being  equal, 
underground  would  be  preferable,  but 
the  disruption  to  the  residents  of  the 
Richmond  would  be  immense  -  all 
traffic  would  be  shunted  to  our  residen¬ 
tial  streets.  Above  ground  would  cause 
similar  disruptions,  especially  to  our 
small  businesses  who  depend  on  access 
by  their  customers.  I  do  favor  building 
an  underground  light  rail  system  to  Van 
Ness  with  a  connection  to  Limited  and 
Express  buses  to  the  Richmond 
District. 

What  is  the  most  important  piece 
of  information  you  want  voters  in 
the  district  to  know  about? 

Since  I  moved  to  the  Richmond 
District  12  years  ago,  1,  like  you,  have 
fallen  in  love  with  this  area.  Despite 
the  fact  that  I  have  worked  on  city  wide 
projects  like  Pacific  Bell  Park  and 


Mission  Bay,  the  bulk  of  my  work  as  a 
supervisor  has  been  spent  working  with 
neighborhood  groups,  activists  and  in¬ 
dividuals  to  protect  and  improve  our 
quality  of  life  in  our  streets,  parks, 
playgrounds  and  community  centers. 

Why  should  voters  choose  you  to 
be  their  supervisorial  representa¬ 
tive? 

In  my  time  on  the  board  of  supervi¬ 
sors,  I  have  shown  real  leadership  with 
real  results.  Here  is  a  sampling  of  my 
accomplishments  over  the  past  four 
years:  1)  Promoted  pedestrian  safety 
and  school  safety  by  installing  new 
stop  lights  and  stop  signs;  2)  Funded 
the  Richmond  Beacon  Center,  as  well 
as  $500,000  in  additional  new  funding

What  is  the  greatest  challenge  or 


problem  at  the  Presidio  National 
Park  and  what  would  you  do  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  situation? 

The  greatest  challenge  is  promoting 
a  sustainable,  sound  transportation  sys¬ 
tem  in  and  around  the  park.  The 
Richmond  District  borders  many  of  the 
entrances  to  the  Presidio  and  without 
careful  planning  our  area  could  bear 
the  brunt  of  traffic  inside  and  outside 
the  paik.  I  plan  to  use  my  experience 
working  for  Congresswoman  Nancy 
Pelosi  and  knowing  members  of  the 
Presidio  Trust  to  protect  our  interests. 

What  citywide  proposition  are 
you  working  hardest  for  to  get 
passed  and  why? 

I  am  working  hard  to  pass 
Propositions  A,  D,  G  and  K.  A  is  the 
bond  initiative  to  repair  our  neighbor¬ 
hood  library  branches  and  both  the 
Richmond  and  Anza  branches  are  in 
dire  need  of  repairs.  D  is  the  Children’s 
Amendment  and  this  program  has 
helped  thousands  of  children  over  the 
years.  Proposition  G  is  the  “good  gov¬ 
ernment”  approach  to  closing  JFK 
Drive  on  Saturdays  and  Proposition  K 
is  the  “smart  growth”  response  to  the 
effects  that  the  booming  economy  has 
had  on  our  real  estate  market  and  our 
neighborhoods.

Is  the  Real  Estate 
Market  Slowing? 

Where  is  the 
slowdown  that  ev¬ 
eryone  has  been 
talking  about?  The 
average  time  on  the 
market  for  homes  to 
sell  after  reaching 
the  market  is  at  an 
all  time  low  of  30  days.  This  is 
an  astonishingly  short  period  of 
time.  And  that  number  would  be 
even  lower  except  for  the  fact 
that  sellers  are  marketing  their 
homes  for  couple  of  weeks  be¬ 
fore  accepting  offers. 

So  why  is  it  that  we  keep 
reading  in  the  financial  news  that 
the  real  estate  sector  is  experi¬ 
encing  a  slowdown?  Well,  the 
sales  of  new  homes  (as  opposed 
to  existing  homes)  nationwide 
have  slowed  slightly,  and  new 
housing  starts  have  declined,  as 
has  the  amount  of  money  put  into 
new  construction.  Note  that  these 
reports  are  for  the  United  States 
as  a  whole,  but  most  people  in¬ 
terpret  it  to  mean  that  our  area  is 
slowing  down  too. 

Existing  homes,  especially  in 
areas  like  ours,  continue  to  sell 
very  rapidly,  their  prices  rising  at 


a  remarkable  rate.  We  have  seen 
recent  annual  appreciation  rates 
of  20  percent  to  30  percent  in  our 
area.  Will  this  boom  ever  slow 
down?  Yes,  it  has  to  because 
prices  cannot  sustain  this  rate  of 
appreciation  for  long. 

With  property  values  rising  as 
quickly  as  they  have  been,  more 
and  more  potential  buyers  are 
finding  themselves  priced  out  of 
the  market.  Higher  interest  rates 
have  not  had  that  much  of  an  ef¬ 
fect.  An  8.25  percent  mortgage, 
after  all,  is  not  that  high  on  a  his¬ 
torical  basis.  And  buyers  can  al¬ 
ways  obtain  an  adjustable  rate 
mortgage  or  one  of  the  hybrid 
loans  which  can  bring  the  rate 
lower  than  8  percent  for  the  first 
several  years  of  the  loan’s  life. 
The  real  issue  is  that  prices  have 
risen  so  much  in  such  a  short  pe¬ 
riod  of  time. 


The  other  problem 
is  that  fewer  people 
are  selling  their 
homes,  mostly  be¬ 
cause  they  cannot  af¬ 
ford  to  buy  another  if 
they  were  to  sell  their 
existing  house.  In  a 
normal  market,  peo¬ 
ple  sell  their  starter 
homes  and  use  their  appreciated 
equity  to  purchase  a  move-up 
home.  However,  because  prices 
have  increased  so  much,  many 
people  are  finding  that  trading  up 
is  no  longer  an  option  and  they 
have  to  live  with  what  they  have, 
resulting  in  very  low  listing  in¬ 
ventories. 

In  many  areas,  the  astonishing 
rise  of  home  values  has  been  fu¬ 
eled  in  part  by  the  competition 
for  the  slender  pickings  on  the 
market.  So  value  has  been  rising 
while  the  number  of  sales  has 
been  declining. 

What  does  this  all  mean? 
There  are  certain  laws  governing 
real  estate  sales  over  time,  even 
in  a  world  that  is  being  reinvent¬ 
ed  by  the  New  Economy  of  dot¬ 
coms.  The  market  works  in  cy¬ 
cles.  We  have  been  experiencing 
the  “seller’s  market”  phase  of  the 
real  estate  cycle  for  quite  some 
time  now,  and  certainly  longer 
than  most  analysts  expected.  But 
we  will  inevitably  move  toward 
the  transitional  phase  and  then 
the  “buyer’s  market”  phase. 

It  will  be  different  this  time 
though.  The  difference  is  that  de¬ 
mand  for  housing  will  remain 
strong  throughout  a  large  part  of 
our  marketplace.  The  reason  for 
this  is  that  the  restructuring  of 
our  economy  has  created  centers 
where  new  companies  and  new 
jobs  continue  to  develop.  People 
continue  to  move  here  in  large 
numbers  and  they  need  homes. 

How  this  will  play  itself  out  is 
difficult  to  predict,  but  the  con¬ 
tinuing  strength  of  demand  is 
very  likely  to  keep  us  from  expe¬ 
riencing  anything  even  vaguely 
resembling  the  decline  in  real  es¬ 
tate  values  of  the  early  ‘90s, 
where  prices  declined  by  20-25 
percent.  This  time  though,  it  ap¬ 


pears  that  we  will  be  coming 
down  to  a  softer  landing. 

There  are  quite  a  bit  of  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  current  eco¬ 
nomic  climate  as  opposed  to  the 
early  ‘90s.  The  main  one  is  that 
the  buyers  still  have  cash. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  last  real 
estate  boom,  buyers  were  very 
leveraged,  buying  with  very 
small  downpayments,  and  thus 
were  not  able  to  ride  out  the 
downturn  in  the  market.  The  oth¬ 
er  differences  are  that  interest 
rates  are  still  very  low  relative  to 
historic  standards  and  our  econo¬ 
my  is  still  going  very  strong. 

'Hard  hat  tour ' 

Friends  of  Recreation  &  Parks 
is  offering  the  public  a  chance  to 
attend  a  “hard  hat”  tour  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Flowers,  which 
has  been  closed  since  it  sustained 
wind  damage  from  a  storm  in 
1995. 

The  Architectural  Resources 
Group  began  restoration  work  on 
the  structure  in  February. 

“This  (tour)  is  a  rare  opportu¬ 
nity  to  go  behind  the  scenes  and 
view  an  inspirational  work  in 
progress,”  said  Donna  Ernstson 
Bero,  executive  director  of 
Friends  of  Recreation  &  Parks.

I  believe  that  we  might  have 
some  minor  bumps  in  the  short 
term,  but  real  estate  is  likely  to 
hold  its  value  well,  continuing  to 
appreciate  well  beyond  the  rate 
of  inflation,  as  our  economy  con¬ 
tinues  its  vibrant  and  volatile 
course.

Editor: 

At  the  Sept.  12  meeting  of  the 
Music  Concourse  Authority  the 
Authority’s  CEO  Michael  Ellzey 
clearly  stated  that  private 
donations  would  be  available 
only  for  the  garage  structure.  All 
other  surface  and  infrastructure 
improvements  to  the  Concourse 
will  be  publicly  funded.  Rec.  and 
Park  funds  and  Academy  of 
Sciences’  Prop.  B  funds  are  be¬ 
ing  considered. 

As  a  member  of  the  public 
who  has  attended  all  but  two  of 
the  Concourse  Authority  meet¬ 
ings,  the  additional  costs  of  any 
current  proposals  for  completion 
of  the  Concourse  will  be  substan¬ 
tial.  To  simply  cover  the  garage 
over  and  replace  the  infrastruc¬ 
ture  “as,  is”  Will’  cost  le-as,  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars.  To  implement 
the  underpass  at  JFK,  as  most  of 
the  current  proposals  require, 

•  will  be  substantially  more. 

The  supporters  of  Prop.  J, 
which  created  the  Authority,  ar¬ 
gued  that  no  public  funds  would 
be  used  for  the  project.  Lawsuits 
were  filed  when  opponents  of  the 
Academy’s  Prop.  B  argued  that 
some  of  the  $100  million  bond 
approved  by  the  public  would  be 
used  for  the  Garage/Concourse 
Project. 

Supervisor  Michael  Yaki  then, 
in  the  last  minute,  authored  Prop. 
G  for  the  November  ballot,  tying 
Saturday  closure  of  some  of  JFK 
in  Golden  Gate  Park  to  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  garage.  What  was  a 
simple  initiative  of  the  people  to 
offer  voters  a  “no  cost”  opportu¬ 
nity  to  create  what  many  feel 
would  be  a  major  improvement 
to  the  park  with  Saturday  closure 
will  now  cost  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco  untold  millions. 

When  Prop.  J  narrowly  passed 
and  created  a  Music  Concourse 
Authority,  the  voters  approved  a 


“no  public  cost”  garage  to  move 
surface  parking  in  and  around  the 
Concourse  underground.  On 
Tuesday,  Sept.  12,  we  were  told 
by  the  Duffy  Company  -  on  con¬ 
tract  to  the  Authority  under  a 
city-funded  $60,000  grant  -  that 
surface  parking  spaces  will  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  western  end  of 
the  park  to  meet  the  quota. 

“No  one  parks  out  there  any¬ 
way,”  a  Duffy  Company  repre¬ 
sentative  said. 

We  seem  to  be  getting  nothing 
for  something  as  opposed  to  the 
something  for  nothing  we  were 
promised.
